SANITARY AUTHORITY AND 
ADVERSE COMMENT. 


At the monthly meeting of the Joint 
Board of the Dublin Port Sanitary Authority, 
held at the Municipal: Buijdings, Dublin, 
yesterday, Alderman Hubbard Clark pre- 
siding, attention was drawn to certain 
comments made at a recent meeting of the. 
Westmeath County Board of Health with 
regard to the sale of secondhand clothing in 
country towns, a practice which was stated 
to be a danger to. public health. In this 
connection, the Port Medical Officer of 
Health, Dr. Russeli, pointed out that, so far 
as the importation of this merchandise into 
the Port of Dublin was concerned, it was 
subjected to the process of thorough disin- 
.fection before delivery to the consignees, 
not only in the City of Dublin, but to 
dealers in all parts of the Free State, in 
accordance’ with the Smallpox (Importation 
of Clothing) Temporary guiations. In 
fact, for several years before these regula- 
tions came into operation. he deemed it 
advisable to have all such importations 
thoroughly fumigated, in view of the pre- 
valence of smallpox in England and Wales.

OVERDOSE OF CHLORAL 
HYDRATE. 


A verdict that death was due to an over- 
dose of chloral hydrate, taken by misadven- 
ture, was returned at the inquest at Oxford 
yesterday on Mr. Mark Sopote, an Oxford 
University tutor, who died in the Radcliffe 
Infirmary, Oxford, on Tuesday. 

Mr. Samuel Sopote said that his father, 
who suffered from cancer, asked him on Mon- 
day evening to go and purchase some chloral 
hydrate in erder to relieve his pain. He pur- 
chased the drug from an Oxford chemist. 
‘‘Having some chemical knowledge,” he 
added, “I mixed the drug myself from. the 
directions in the British pharmacopeeia. 
Although I made the dose rather less than 
was required, in order to be on the safe side, 
I gave strict instructions to my father how 
much he was to take. On Tuesday morning, 
however, 1 found him insensible, with the 
empty bottle beside him.” 

Asked by the Coroner as to whether his 
father had ever threatened to take his life, 
the witness said that that was difficult to 
anewer. While his father had never actually 
threatened to take his life, he maintained, in 
discussing the general ethical theory with him 
on one occasion, that life should not be 
counted as against pain.

“TIRED OF LIFE.” 


An extraordinary case of suicide was in- 
vestigated by the Hull Coroner yesterday. 

Fred Fairbanks Akam (42), a labourer, 
employed: by the Cottingham Urban District 
Council, was stated to have died from 
electric shock and burns. He was found: at 
the foot of a pylon in a field which was 
carrying an overhead electric cable of high 
voltage. 

A police constable stated that Akam said:

INQUEST ON | BODIES : OF 
‘THREE MEN.

Conflicting statements were raade at an in- 
quest at Mardy, Glamorganshire, yesterday 
afternoon, when the District Coroner, Mr. R. 
J. Rees, inquired into the cause of the death 
of John ‘Thomas, aged 60, head. farrier; 
William Jones, aged 64, ostler, and David 
Davies, ostler, all of Mardy, who lost their 
lives “on Sunday morning when they weré 
lowered into the sump, a 33 feet hole at the 
bottom of the. pit, into which water had 
accumulated. 


Four men were being lowered into the | 


shaft to attend to the horses; One man, 
Daniel Lewis, got off at a landing in the 
pit, the other three going down to their 
death. 

It was stated in evidence that on the 
Saturday the planks which are at the normal 
pit bottom had been removed for the pur- 
pose of winding water from the sump. It 
was intended to continue this work on .Sun- 
day morning, and for this reason the planks 
had not been replaced 

It was stated that it is usual .for a banks- 
man and a hitcher to be stationed at the 
top and bottom of the shaft when men are 
being lowered to the mine, but the banksruan 
on Sunday had overslept, and Richard Johns, 
the hitcher, was put to this work, thus 
leaving the four men to alight on ther own 
accord. 

Johns stated that one of the men got off 
at, the landing, and he received a signal all: 
clear after he had alighted. 


ENGINE MAN’S EVIDENCE. 


David Thomas, the engine driver, who 
had occupied this position for thirty years, 
said that he received a signal to stop before 
the landing was reached, and a further sig- 
nal of seven raps to lower the os 
three men to the pit bottom. He agree 
that there was an extra length of chain put 
on to the bridles of the cage for the water 
winding, but denied that there was any 
mark on the indicator or the drum of the 
engine to show it. He lowered the three 
men down to what he thought was the right 
place, but found afterwards that it was the 
wrong point. He agreed that it was usual 
for the hitcher to go down the shaft when 
the ostlers had been lowered. 

Replying to Mr. Edwards, Inspector of 
Mines, Thomas said that he did not re- 
ceive his signal “ All Clear ” after the three 
men were lowered, and added: ‘‘I took it 
upon myself to bring up the cage, and then 
I found the two bodies.”’ 

In the absence of a signal, he continued, 
he lowered the cage until he found it in the 
sump. If there had been a hitcher he would 
have received the signal. 

The. Coroner—Theé signals come from the 
pit bottom to the banksman, and simul-4 
taneously to the engine house? ! 

Witness—No. I got them from the banks- 
man. 

The Coroner—Let ns. have the bare truth. 

Witness—The electric signals were not 
working that day, only the knocker, 


THE VERDICT, 


The temporary banksman, recalled, said 
that when the cage came up two ostlers were 
there, dead and wet. The cage was in the 
pit bottom about ten minutes before being 
ifted up. 

Mr. John Thomas, manager of the pit, 
agreed that there should have been a hitcher 
at the bottom of the pit when the men 
were being lowered. 

Mr. Edwards, the inspector, replying to 
the Coroner. said that according to the. Act 
there should have been an authorised person 
at the bottom of the pit to give the signal. 

Further evidence showed that the body 
of David Davies was recovered from the 
sump ten hours after the accident; also that 
when Daniel Lewis got off at the landing the 
cage door was closed automatically. 

The Coroner said that the other men were 
trapped in the cage. 

The jury returned a verdict of death from 
misadventftre, and added that the evidence 
had not been very helpful, but had been 
very complex. The three men met their 
death by the cage being lowered into the 
sump full of water.” They recommended 
that in future a competent banksman and 
hitcher should be emploved whenever men 
were being lowered into the mine. |

NO TRACE. 

Mr. R. Brereton Barry (instructed by Mr. 
T. Clarke, of the Chief State Solicitor’s 
office), who prosecuted, said that defendant 
tan a nursing home at Crosthwaite Park, 
Dun Laoghaire, and among those who went 
there were expectant mothers of illegitimate 
children. When the children were born 
arrangements were made, or purported to be 
made, to have them looked after by house- 
holders; but the two cases before the Court 
showed that undertakings to mothers to 
secure homes were not, in fact, carried out. 

Those unfortunate women, said Mr. Barry, 
were victims of a mean and despicable fraud. 
The sum of £20 was obtained from the aunt 
of a young woman who was expecting a child 
in arch, 1930. The defendant told her 
that a Mrs O'Callaghan, would be willing 
to adopt the child for , and this amount 
was eventually paid, the defendant giving a 
receipt purporting to have come from Mrs. 
O’Calla eg Neither Mrs. O'Callaghan nor 
the child had ever been ttaced. 

Apparently, continued Mr. Barry, the de- 
fendant had never been in a position to pro- 
duce this mysterious Mrs. O'Callaghan, and 
the only evidence was the signature to the 
receipt, which the prosecution said was a 
forgery. 


In another case, he said, a somewhat 
similar course of conduct was adopted, but 
the baby had been traced. It was. being 
looked after by a labourer’s wife in Glas- 
thule, and not by a family in good circum- 
stances in Bray, as had been promised. 

OBJECTIONABLE ALLEGATIONS.

capacity and the maximum yield of butter: 
fat. obtained. Until. it has assumed 
the character of ordinary-milk, that of freshly- 
calved cows should not be used for butter- 
making. The milk of each cow should be 
immediately strained through a fine wire or 
scalded muslin strainer; the strainer should 
always be kept in an absolutely sweet condi- 
tion. 


Creaming and Ripening of Cream. 


The milk may be creamed either by hand- 
skimming or separating; the latter method is 
certainly the most satisfactory, and the 
results in the better standard of butter fully 
justify the extra expense of installing the 
machines, unless in cases where only a very 
little butter is being made. The milk should 
be separated as soon as possible after being 
drawn from the cow. as, if the temperature 
is allowed to fall below 85 degrees, it will 
not yield its full quota of cream. 

Two gallons of milk should return one qnart 
of cream to give the correct consistency for 
butter-making. If thicker cream is desired it 


cream screw,’ It should always be drawn off 
into a perfectly clean, cool and sterilised vessel, 
and before pe added to cream of previous 
separations it should be cooled by standing 
the vessel in cold water; the cream shonld 
never be run directly from the machine into 
the ripening cream. 

Instructions issued with the separator 
should be carefully followed, and the correct 
speed sholld be attained before any milk is 
put through, The utmost care should be ob- 
served in keeping the machine and all its 
parts absolutely clean; it should be washed 
out and scalded always after uging, and the 
removable discs and parts should be aired on 
a shelf until needed again. 

When the old-fashioned method of hand- 
skimming is practised the milk should be set 
in shallow pans of tinned steel while still 
warm ; it is better to only half-fill each pan, 
As in this way the milk will cool quicker 
than if the pans were quite filled a better 
yield of cream will he obtained. The milk 
should be skimmed after twenty-four hours: 
neverleave it more than thirty-six hours 
standing, as no more cream will be obtained 
for a longer period, and the flavour will de- 
terlorate. 

The cream should be ripened in a tinned 
or enamel vessel; galvanised buckets are 
unsuitable, and wooden tubs are trouble- 
some to keep perfectly clean. The vessel 


should be kept in the dairy or nari | room, 


with the windows open, and should be well 
stirred morning and evening with a smooth 
stick kept for the purpose. In hot weather 
the cream may be ripe enongh for churning 
on the second day; in winter it may take 
from four to six days. Unsoured cream should 
not be added for twelve hours before churn- 
ing. It is sufficiently ripe when it has ac- 
quired a slightly acid taste, and is fairly 
thick and smooth. A good ripening tempera- 
ture is from 56 to 60 F. degrees in summer 
and over 60 in winter. 


Churning. 


The churning temperature is very impor- 
tant, as if too low it will take a long time 
to churn, and the grain will be small; too 
high a temperature gives a poor quality but- 
ter, and much of the fat will be lost in 
the buttermilk: To lower the temperature 
add pure cold water or a little ice; to raise 
it add warm water not over 90 degrees to 
extra thick cream, or stand the vessel in 
hot water, 

Prepare the churn by first rinsing with cold 
water; then scrub with salt and again rinse 
with cold water. In winter first scald it be- 
fore scrubbing with salt. Always wash the 
ehurn well after use, scald with boiling 
water, and leave to air. 

During the first ten minutes of churning 
the churn, if a modern one, should be fre- 
quently ventilated; otherwise the process 
will be delayed. When‘ the butter appears 
a little cold water should be added, and 
once the grain of the butter appears like 
small shot the churning should cease. 

Then draw off the buttermilk through a 
hair sieve and wash the butter in the churn, 
by adding as much water as will float it and 
turning it round a few times; two washings 
are usually sufficient; except in very hot 
weather three may be needed ; over-washing 
ruins the flavour, 


Salting. 


Salting should be done immediately the 
butter 1s washed and removed from the 
churn; only the best quality salt should be 
used. it should be fine and dry and shaken 
evenly over the butter. The amount added 
will vary with the requirements of the 
market or individual private taste; but from 
4 oz. to 1 oz. per pound is the usual, the 
latter giving what is known 
butter. When using a butter-worker. and 
salting is not more than 4 oz. to the pound, 
the butter will need to be rolled out eight or 
ten times; in the case of heavy salting it will 
require more working, so as to prevent 
streakiness in colour. In hot weather, after 
adding the salt, the butter may be allowed 
to remain in a cool place to get firm and 
the working done afterwards, or on the fol- 
lowing morning. 

For making up the butter use wooden 
hands, or “spades,” and as each rool is made 
up wrap it in damp butter paper and neatly 
fold in the ends. Keep it in a cool, clean 
place until ready for market. 

Some common causes of failure in home 
butter-making are over-ripening of cream, 
churning at incorrect temperatures, over-fill- 
ing the churn (three-quarters full is the maxi- 
mum), neclecting to ventilate properly, and 
using cream from the milk of cows which have 
been a long time in milk.

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DENMARK TO-DAY. 
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SOME FOOD FOR REFLECTION, 


ISITORS returned from the World’s 
Dairy Congress at Copenhagen have 
brought back so much food for re- 

flection that a hurried attempt to assimilate 
it would almost certainly cause a normal 
reader acute mental indigestion. ‘those 
fragments’ which relate to Denmark itself, 
however, demand speedy rumination. For, 
from haviuúg been a dangerous rival in the 
‘nineties of last century, when Irish co- 
operative pioneers incited Irish farmers to 
study Danish methods, Jutland and the 
neighbouring islands have since so effectually 
taken the lead amongst all dairy exporting 
countries that Ireland's task to-day is Iss 
to keep pace with her than to study, for use 
in vying with other competitors, and espe- 
cially the new Baltic States and Russia, the 
methods through which her “ trainers ” for 
the race have obtained for Denmark, with a 
population and conditions comparable to 
our own, but not equally  salubrious, 
her actual predominance. Those we have 
interviewed have not all identical opinions 
upon the suitability of Danish inodels 
to Irish use. We hear of creameries not 
better equipped or managed than our own; 
some of them not so ‘‘spick and span” as was 
supposed ; others, all that they should be, no 
doubt, but having so much more copious a 
supply that comparisons with Ireland would 
be unfair, and an effort immediately to vie 
with them impracticab!e. But against all this 
we set the unanswerable facts: That, if we 
allow our disabilities to slacken our efforts, 
we are going to suffer losses so serious that 
dairying may cease to pay. 


Farmers Who are Agriculturists. 
Danish successes, visitors have found, are 
mainly attributable to the three causes—co- 
operation, education and the “ human 
material ’’—which these have so effectively 
permeated Unwilling to allow that a Dane is 
per se “a better man ” than an Irishman, we 
will examine some facts in relation to the 
twin for-es which moulded the last two genera- 
tions of Danish farmers—both of them 
indispensable. The first — co-operation— 
is @ consequence of the second. From 
new facts placed at our [E.g by a careful 
observer, here are a few, 
three and a half million people there are 
twenty agricultural colleges. One of these, 
now running sixty years, having turned out 
5,300 students, conducts three short courses 
for pupils between 18 and 26 years old; a six- 
months’ and a nine-months’ course for farmers 
and a three months’ course for creamery 
managers . Pupils pay about five cuiness a 
month for board, lodging and instruction They 
attend lectures in chemistry, physics, ana- 
tomy, geology, pltysiology, botany, genetics, 
and receive practical instruction in cereal cul- 
ture, soil cultivation, and treatment, care 
of domestic animals, plant pathology, care of 
tools and machines, live stock and poultry 
culture, arithmetic, drawing, book-keeping, 
surveying, bacteriology, ‘* feeding-calcula- 
tions,’ surveying, judging animals, etc. They 
do not ‘‘stew’”’ for examinations or obtain 
degrees; but, starting with some farming ex- 
perience and learning their science on the 
college farm, they leave not merely “ farmers.’’ 
but “‘ agriculturists.’’ In that difference may 
wel) lie the secret of Danish distinction.

Small Holders *’ Who Are Farmers 
Those who have studied the Danish High 
School system (attended by 9,000 persons 
yearly) will realise that this assiduous atten- 


tion, demanded in following out the appli- ' 


cations of science to farming at the agricul- 
tural colleges, does not breed either mere 
‘‘ bookish ” people or soulless plodders. Lf 
we are to get to the root of Danish efficiency 
we must realise that the Dane has become 
apt both at the art of living (as even the 
holdings and housing of the small farmers 
prove) and also at the science of wintiing a 
fair subsistence from scanty means. Of 
206,000 farms shown in the 1930 census aln ost 
two-thirds are under 36 acres; 97.4 per cent. 
are under 150. Thus the ‘ better living ”’ 
which their culture brings keeps close to 
nature and to the necessities bound up wth 
small farming. A certain farm, forming yart 
of a small holding colony, contains amongst 
its inhabitants two horses, seven cows, two 
heifers, 50 pigs and 100 hens. ‘ihe land is 
eultivated in an eight years’ ;:vtatio olf 
wheat, beets, barley, mixed grain, beets 
(again), mixed grain (again), and, fcr the 
seventh and eighth years, clover and grass 
There are some 50 holdings in this. colony, 
of which the largest is about 15 acres The 
farm in question, supplied the co-operative 
creamery with close on 4,600 gallons of milk 
with an average butter-fat percentage of 3.80. 


‘* Controls ” and Control. 

Of course, not even fifty carefully-run farms 
will make a prosperous agricultura! nation, 
though they set a headline for cthers to 
follow. But Danish prosperity does not 
depend on exceptional instances. Danish 
individualism may give the exceptional farmer 
special pre-eminence over others, but it 18 
through its co-operative system that the 
nation as a whole captured, and is holding, 
the British and German markets, dominating 
by sheer quantity. We need not enlarge here 
on the virtues of co-operation further than 
to say that until we have so intensified co- 
operative effort in Ireland as to secure a hold 
upon the topmost boughs of the trees of com 
merce as firm as the Danes, we cannot afford, 
whilst climbing them, to hinder each other 
by inter-competition, as co-operatives de 
to-day. Also, we cannot afford to 
neglect any effective technical device, 
Co-operation is absolutely -essential, but 
it is “not enough’ unless it . is 
hoth thorough and is based on sciences How 
far we have to go to reach an attainable 
ideal a single instance of commercial súccess 
will illustrate. The Virby Milk Laboratory 
was started in 1907. It distributes its control 
products in twenty-seven countries for use in 
milk, cream, butter-making, and cheese and 
other dairy bye-products, covering almost 
every aspect of world dairying. Ireland, which 
can produce the best butter flavours in the 
wort, might well be sending her “‘ controls ”’ 
to Great Britain; Denmark does so. ‘This, 
indeed, is an industria] concern offtside the 
scope of farmers. But there is that witinn 
their scope, given effort, enterprise and de 
termination, which might revolutionise Irish 
dairying in a few years. At this form of 
control, control of the cow and the farm, we 
can aim to-day.

HOUSING POULTRY.

PORTABLE AND PERMANENT OUARTERS. 


UE attention is not always paid to the 
[) housing of poultry. Too often we find 
them confined in altogether unhealthy 
and totally unsuitable ‘‘ make-shifts’’ with 
which the owners have been ‘‘ managing ” for 
years. Make-shifts may be right enough in an 
emergency, but for any permanent work 
proper accommodation is essential if there are 
to be any profits and if the flock is to main- 
tain health and stamina, ; 


The Colony System. 


Many systems of housing have been devised 
to suit the different requirements of poultry- 
keepers. A method much advocated by tlie 
Department, where circumstances allow, is 
known as the ‘‘ colony system.” This consists 
of keeping small flocks of fowls in portable 
houses in the fields, and where it is adopted 
larger numbers of birds can be kept. than 
when the only accommodation is in the ‘hack 
yard,”’ or when keeping all in one large flock. 
Besides, the birds are healthier, requiring less 


food and laying better than if kept under | 
Now, during the autumn, | 


other conditions. 
the houses should he moved to the stubhbles, 
which provide much grain. While the stubble 
fields continue to provide fallen grain one 
feed per day of other meals should be ample, 
but fresh water should he supplied. Every 
larce farm should maintain at least one 


fields. In the case of cottiers and small 
farmers who cannot do this they can at least 
erect their poultry house at a distance from 
the dwelling-house, so as to encourage the 
hirds to live away from the manure of the 


farmyard, 


Keep Small Flocks. 


The best results are obtained from the 
colony system when not more than twenty 
or thirty birds are kept in one flock. Larce 
flocks are not satisfactorv under this system, 
and vield relatively smaller profits. The house 
should he frequently changed from one place 
to another, as the ground immediately around 
it quickly becomes contaminated, thereby 
diminishing the advantage of the system. 
Avoid overcrowding at all times, and keep 
the interior of the house perfectlv clean, while 
the exterior shonld he regularly tarred, 
treated with preservative, and painted, to pre- 
serve it against the constant exposure to 
weather. 

Portable houses should be strongly made to 
withstand the strain of moving, and they 
should he well ventilated, while at the same 
time free from drauchts. One and a half 
square feet of floor space should be allowed 
to each adult bird in a freelv-ventilated house 
during the summer. but a more liheral space 
is usually needed in winter. Broad-tvred 
wheels fitted to the house greatly facilitate 
moving; houses for layers should have out- 


side nest-boxes, which should be frequently 


cleaned. R 


Permanent Houses. 


One of the liest types of fixed or perma- 
nent houses is the open-fronted kind, which 
combines roosting and scratching accommo- 
dation.  A wooden house of this type, rest- 


ing on a concrete foundation and having con. | 


crete walls from six to nine inches high, will 
have double the life of a wooden house resting 
on the ground,  Bdlts to hold the honse 
should be put in while the cement is wet.

A lean-to type of house, which can be 
erected against a wall, will not require so 
much wood or material as a ‘‘ detached “ 
house. and is particularly suited to town or 
city pouliry-keepers. These houses can be 
long and narrow, with the wall for a solid 
back, open in front, having wire netting over 
2ft. high wooden skirtings, and moveabk 
glass windows to fit in te open front. These 
windows may be taken out haite in sum- 
mer, being graduallv replaced as the days 
and nights grow colder. The projecting 
weather board is a necessary attachment of 
this tvpe of honse, which should he soundly 
constructed. Floor space should. he allowed 
at the rate of 2 sq. feet per bird for small 
fow] kept semi-intensively and 4 sq. feet for 
larger birds. .

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INFLUENCE OF AGE ON 
MILK YIELD. 


MONG the factors which affect a cow’s 
A milk yield and its fat percentage, age 
is one of the most influential. But in 

the important point that it is outside of the 
farmer’s control it differs, of course, from 
other leading factors—such as feeding and 
general management. The effect of age on 
the yields of milk and fat have been investi- 
gated at many centres, both in Europe and 
America, and it has been possible to draw 
conclusions of much interest to dairy farmers. 


Age of Highest Production. 


Experiments in America with Friesian, Jer- 
sey, Guernsey and Ayrshire cows indicate 
eight years as about. the average age of 
highest milk production. British results sug- 
gest eight to nine years as the period of 
maximum yield with the bigger breeds (Short- 
horn.and Friesian), and seven years with the 
smaller breeds—Avyrshire, Guernsey. Jersey,

Turnimg over the pages of a work on 
botany, I was impressed by the number of 
flowers and plants that owe one of their 
names, at any rate, to a process of | 
christening—probably attributable to the 
fact that the names emanated from the 
monastery gardener. Rosemary, Marigold, 
Virgin’s Bower, and Our Lady’s Hair, 
speak for themselves. Ladysmock, since 
it appears on the Feast of the Annuncia- 
tion, is really “Our Lady's Smock.” 
St. John’s Wort and Our Master’s Wort 
and Fleur de St. Louis, known better as 
Iris, are among the Christianised names. 
Others are Saintfoin, for clover; herb 
Trinity, for viola; Lent Lily, for 
daffodil, and Veronica, for speedwell; 
while Star of Jerusalem maske the pagan 
goatsbeard. Hollyhock is holyoak. 
Medicinal plants offer Balm of Gilead, 
Jesuit’s bark—quinine—and the poisonous 
St. Ignatius’ beans, which are strychnine, 
and monkshood, which covers aconite. 
Then there are Jacob’s Ladder. Solomon’s 
Seal and Job’s Tears, these last so named 
because.of the harness of the grain. With 
Angelica one enters the kitchen, finding 
there too Forbidden Fruit, which is a kind | 
of lemon, and gets its name from the wry 
mouth of the person who bites into it. 
With Basil we recall Keats’ ‘‘ murdered 
man,” while the Arbor Vite is the 
appropriate name for shrubbery ever- 
greens. Canterbury Bells require no 
comment. I was, however, somewhat 
amused to learn that Grains of Paradise 
was the monkish name for ginger used 
in making beer. 


Unchanging Dublin. 


I have noticed in Dublin a curious re- 
luctance to efface the business signs of 
firms long since disappeared. A young 
man who emigrated to the States fifteen 
years ago, and has just returned on his 
first visit, was surprised to find, while 
walking along Camden street, the same 
sign still existing over a shop that was 
once a photographic studie where he had 
worked as a lad. Although the stndio 
has disappeared for over fifteen years, 
nobody has bothered to efface the sign 
that now means nothing. Indeed, there 
was a once Well-known photographic studio 
in Harcourt street, whose side wall over- 
looked St. Stephen’s Green.

Ghe “ Saturday Review.” 


There will be genuine regret among all 
well-wishers of journalism at the impend- 
ing eclipse of the Saturday Review, which 
will publish its last issue this week. 

The Saturday Review became a shining 
light in the literary world immediately on 
its foundation in 1855. The paper then 
took a line of fearless criticism and drew 
round it a band of distinzuished contribu- 
tors, including Rudyard Kipling, Thomas 
Hardy, Frank Harris, John Davidson, 
Bret Harte and John Oliver Hobbes. 

It became, indeed, among the weeklies 
what The Times was in daily journalism, 
and set the fashion for a new type of 
literature in the Press. The 
founder, Alexander Beresford-Hope, was 
brother-in-law of the late Marquess of 
Salisbury, who ovcasionally centeibased to 
its columns. Now, alas, it goes under— 
largely as a result of the depressed times 
—and the ranks of the weekly “ intel- 
lectuals ” receive a severe set-back.

NEW BRITISH MACHINE 
TAKES THE AIR.

Squadron Leader Orlebar, captain of 
the British Schneider team, and the man 
who has travelled faster than any other 
human being, took the 8.6.B. seaplane, 
which was only delivered at the aerodrome 
on Tuesday, on a maiden flight yesterday. 

This machine is the second of the two 
new racing seaplanes upon which it is 
expected that Great Britain will rely in 
the final struggle. They are regarded as 
the fastest British aircraft ever built. 

Squadron Leader Orlebar took it into 
the air for a quarter of an hour. He 
tested it thoroughly, making short bursts 
of speed, and practising banking and 
turning. He appeared satisfied with its 
performance. 

The soundest judge of a high-speed sea- 
plane in the Service Squadron Leader 
Orlebar can spot a weak point as easily 
as a trainer can decect a fault in a race- 
horse. He is a superb pilot, and does not 
seem to know the meaning of fear. 

The young officers under him regard 
him with affection and admiration; for 
he seems to convey to them the confidence 
that he has gained through long ex- 
perience. 

He has implicit faith in the machines 
designed by British brains. 

The advance guard of the Italians was 
expected at Calshot yesterday, but news 
was received that they might not arrive 
for a few days. In any case their pilots 
will not reach Calshot for another ten 
days, and until then it will be impos- 
sible to estimate what their machines can 
accomplish. 

Meanwhile. Orlebar is ensuring that the

exacting conditions of this year’s race

DESIGNER APPOINTED. 


We are officially informed that. Mr. 
Andrew O’Connor has been appointed 
designer and master of work for the pra- 
posed monument to Christ the King at 
Kingstown. 

Mr. Andrew O'Connor was born in New 
York in 1874 of Irish parents. At an early 
age he worked in the studio of his father, 
who was himself a sculptor. He had the 
advantage in the commencement of his work 
of studying under the direction of the great 
artist, Sargent, and the no less famous archi. 
tect, Stanford-White. At Stanford-White's 
suggestion, young (O'Connor was entrusted 
with the designing of a bronze door for the 
Vanderbilt Memorial Charch-in New York. 
The result was so satisfactory that he was 
asked to design the entire facade in stone 
and marble, a work which at once gave him 
a foremost place in the world of art. Thence 
forth his work was incessant. 

He executed the figure of Justice for the 
Peace Palace “at ‘The Hague. He is at pre 
sent engaged on a bronze statue of Daniel 
O'Connell for the head office of the National 
Bank, Dublin. 

It is Mr. O’Connor’s aim that the work at 
Kingstown should: be typically Irish in 
design, in execution. and in material. He 
proposes to reside in Ireland during the pro- 
gress of the work in order that the entire | 
structure from its commencement to its com- 
pletion may be under his direct and personal | 
supervision.

VATICAN CITY, Wednesday. 

Accusations that the Jésuits are 
dictating the methods adopted by the 
Papacy in its present dispute with the 
Fascist State are strenuously refuted by 
the Osservatore Romano, the Vatican 
organ to-day. These accusations dre 
contained in an anonymous phamplet 
which also accuses the Jesuits of supply- 
ing the Pontiff with false advice. 

In answer to the pamphlet’s argument 
that the totalitarian State possesses com- 
plete rights over the education of the 
young, the newspaper declares that the 
Church neither desires nor intends to 
interfere in the field of education. The 
Osservratore lays stress on the fact that 3% 
the State is totalitarian from the roof 
downwards, the Church is totalitarian 
from the roof upwards. If the State con- 
trols the material and transitory sides of 
education, the Church controls its moral 
and eternal aspects. 

The newspaper prefaces its remarks 
with a statement that opponents of the 
Papacy are taking advantage of the fact 
that holiday-makers will read anything 
to publish vast numbers of pamphlets. 

It takes special] exception to the con- 
trast drawn by the pamphlet between the 
alleged regal luxury of the Pontificate 
and the lives of sacrifice and poverty led 
by the mendicant Orders.

Smetana, whose ‘‘ Bartered Bride” overture 
is known everywhere, was the most eminent 
apostle of the movement in the nineteenth 
century. Another celebrated Czech composer, 
Anton Dvorak, though more of a cosmo- 
politan, owed much to the inspiration 
of the folk music of his country, 
and applied his art to the provision 
of beautiful settings ‘for some of its char- 
acteristic strains. The country’s capital, 
Prague, has been for a long period con- 
tinuously the centre of an intense musical 
activity. It is significant that the Czecho- 
Slovakian Ministry of Education contains a 
spécial Department of Music, with a Minister- 
Secretary at its head. In the national move- 
ment which prepared the way for _ the 
country’s attainment of independence, music 
was, from the start, a prominent factor. The 
establishment, in the year 1862, of a national 
theatre, in which were performed operas based 
on national subjects, or otherwise having a 
distinct racial flavour, marked an important 
stage in the deveopment of a Czech national 
self-consciousness. 


REAUTIFUL PERFORMANCES. 

For various reasons, then, the visit of the 
Maudr Trio to this country, which boasts a 
distinctive and admired folk music of its own, 
has been an event of much interest. Tlie 
Trio’s broadcast performances aave prova:l 
to many delighted listeners the beauty and 
variety of Czecho-Slovakian folk music, 
Happily, the skill and musical sensitiv 2ness of 
the performers, as well as the excell:nce of 
the. arrangements used by them, are suc! as 
to convey the music with the greatest possible 
glamour.

On June 13 last the de- 
fendant called at the Liverpool office and 
tendered his resignation, saying that he was 
tired of the job, and when asked why he 
did not wait until he met Mr. Fox, who 
wonld relieve him on his holidays, Wells 
said that he wanted to get away early, but 
left eyerything in order for Fox. The fol- 
lowing Monday he again called at the Liver- 
pool office and handed out £354 10s., saying : 
‘T have brought you this.” Wells said that 
instead of payimg that money into the bank 
he had been keeping it back to try and 
balance the books, and that he had left fed 
up for Dublin. When Wells again called at 
the office wituess showed him a telegram he 
received from. Mr. Fox from Waterford. 
Wells said that he was amazed at its con- 
tents, and could not 
Witness asked why Wells did not lodge the 
cash in the bank, but could get no satis- 
factory reply. They had a long discussion 
over the missing money, but got no further.

The Wiicit Still. 


Within the last week or two we have 
received unhappy indications that the 
poteen traffic continues to prosper in 
certain districts of Ireland. One of these 
indications arises from particularly melan- 
choly circumstances that involved the 
death of two fishermen. At the inquest 
Dr. Patric!. O'Callaghan denounced the 
poteen traffic strongly, and called the 
authorities to account for their failure to 
suppress it. Illicit distillation has long 
been a curse of Lreland;.it flourished in 
the black days of the eighteenth century, 
when poverty provided a pragmatic 
justification, and all the efforts of revenue 
authorities and police have failed to pre- 
vent its persistence until the present time. 
A week seldom passes without tidings that 
a hitherto unknown, ora merely suspected, 
still has been discovered among the wilds ; 
yet there is no reason to assume that the 
constant confiscation of stills has caused 
any sensible diminution of the traffic. The 
Civic Guards are doing all in their power 
to cope with this evil ; but they are a hard- 
“worked force, and it becomes increasingly 
obvious that special means must be 
adopted if illicit distillation is not to per- 
vade the country to an even greater extent. 
Dr. O’Callaghan’s speech reinforced two or 
three statements in the annual report of 
John Power and Son. Illicit distillation, 
as the report observes, is on the increase. 
[t goes on to say that large quantities of 
foreign spirits are being smuggled into the 
Free State on the western seaboard; and 
herein it affords a striking parallel to the 
words of Dr. O'Callaghan, who declares 
that yeast and sugar are being imported 
by poaching trawlers for poteen-making. 
The revenue authorities deny these allega- 
tions, but the opinion is held too widely 
to be without a certain amount of founda- 
tion. At all events, if true, it constitutes 
a reason for the particular prevalence ol 
foreign trawlers in Irish waters during the 
last year or two—a prevalence that cannot 
be explained merely by a plenitude of fish. 
It helps, moreover, to explain why the 
Civic Guards are beset with difficulties in 
their pursuit of the poteen traffic. If the 


illicit distillers had not some such easy

Irish Flying, 


The Irish Aero Club will hold its first 
air display at Baldonnel Aerodfome on 
next Saturday. Twenty-one years ago the 
people of this country had their first intro- 
duction to flying when a display was given 
at Leopardstown, but since that time they 
have not had much opportunity to become 


acquainted with the progress of aviation 


at first hand: and the Irish Aero Club ' 


have destroyed a continent's polity, the 


means of obtaining their materials, their. 


deserves the thanks of the public for its. ; 


enterprise. Although Ireland has had 
few chances to develop flying services, 
Irishmen already have played a big part 
in the air. On eac" of the two successíul 
Fast to West flights across the Atlantic 
an Irishman was a member of the con- 
quering aircraít's crew. Irishmen appa- 
rently take easily to the air. The Royal 
Air Force during the War counted Irish 
officers among its best pilots, and 
even to-day, despite the political changes 
of the last ten years, many of the most 
prominent airmen in the Service were 
bred in Irish homes. In the Free State 
we have a small, but efficient, Air Corps, 
which, we hope sincerely, never will need 
to be used for purposes of war; but we 
have virtually no civil aviation. The 
Irish Aero Club, working in the face of 
formidable difficulties, has done excellent 
work, largely as the result of the efforts 
of a few devoted amateurs; but the Free 
State Government, usually so anxious to 
encourage enterprise, has done lamentably 
little to advance the science of flying 
There is still time to repair this omission 
and to bring the Free State into line with 
the progressive countries of Europe. May 
we hope that ‘Saturday’s air eisplay will 
convince the authorities of the value of 
civil aviation, and that they will hasten 
to do all in their power to promote its 
interests ? 


CIRCUIT .COURT 
COSTS. 


A VALIDATING BILL 
PROMISED. 


A special deputation of members of the 
Bar of Ireland, accompanied by the Presi 
dent of the Incorporated Law Society Mr. 
Orr, and the Secretary, Mr. Wakely, 
waited upon the Minister for Justice 
yesterday to discuss with him the situation 
that has arisen consequent on the decision 
in the Supreme Court to the effect that 
costs in Circuit Court cases, in the absence 
of any governing rules of Court, must be 
limited to the old County Court scale. 

In the course of a conversation after the 
conference Mr. Binchy, K.C., said that the 
interview was most satisfactory. ‘* The 
Minister,” he said, ‘‘ quite satisfied us 
that it would be impossible to call a special 
meeting of the Oireachtas during the 
present recess period, but he assured us, 
on the other hand, that immediate steps 
would be taken to deal with the situation. 
He himself will shortly make a statement 
as to the intentions of the Government. 
In the meantime, we think it advisable 
that no further statement or comments 
should come from us. We believe that the 
situation will be dealt with in a manner 
satisfactory to everybody. 

An official of the Department of Justice, 
when questioned on the subject, said that, 
having heard the case pct forward by the 
members of the legal profession, the 
Minister agreed that there would have to 
be legislatior when the Dail re-assembled 
in October next to validate the decrees of 
the Circuit Courts in respect of the costs 
allowed by the Circuit Court judges. 
Roughly speaking, it might be said that 
where decrees were given in accordance 


with the actual practice of the Circuit 


Court the costs awarded will be allowed. 

Probably the Minister will also ask the 
Dail and Senate to pass the Rules of Court 
that have been held up for such a.long 
time. These rules can be passed by resolu- 
tions of both Houses, but if thought desir- 
able there could be a special section of the 
Validating Bill inserted to the effect that 
the rules be operative. 

The chief point, added this official, is 
that we will introduce legislation making 
everything all right. 

The question of amending the Courts of 
Justice Act, following the recommenda- 
tions of the Special Committee which con- 
sidered this matter, is a proposition 
separate and distinct from this crux that 
has arisen in connection with the Circuit 
Court costs. 

The main recommendations of the Com- 
mittee were with regard to appeals from 
the Circuit Court and increasing the 
number of judges in the Supreme Court. 

The Minister has promised to introduce 
a bill in the next session to bring about the 
desired changes. It is a question of how 
far the Government are prepared to go to 
meet the Committee’s recommendations. In 
the matter of appeals from the Circuit 
Court the alternatives put forward are the 
hearing of the appeal in Dublin on short- 
hand notes, or the re-hearing of the case in 
full in the country. Opinion seems to 
favour the latter course.

The result of this was an invasion of the meeting place by hundreds 
sf young men armed with hurley sticks and other similar weapons. 


All were determined that the meeting of the Orangemen should not 
take place, and to this end railways were put out of commission, tele- 
sanh and telephone lines were cut down, and main roads were blocked 
iy hastily built walls, felled trees and trenches. 


The invaders held up motor cars, "buses and lorries on the roads, 
but in no case was there any molestation of the owners or occupants, 


The first reports of the occurrence were of an alarmist nature, due, 
no doubt, to the difhculty of establishing communication with the district, 
but later news revealed the fact that the invaders were amenable to dis- 

pline and obeyed the orders of troops and Civic Guards rushed to the 


spot. 
In no instance were firearms discovered, and though arrests were 


made, the prisoners were subsequently released.

command of the Guards, and obeyed their 
directions without hesitation, halting 
always when called upon to do so. 

Some time after the arrival of, the 
military, the Guards, who had been sent 
from various stations in Cavan and 
Monaghan, arrived in the town, bringing 
the full strength of the Guards in Coote- 
hill up to noon to eighty-five. 

About 11 a.m. Chief Superintendent 
Lynch and Inspector Neville, of the Civic 
Guards, arrived, and Superintendent 
Lynch took charge of the station. 

A rather amusing incident is worth re- 
cording. Superintendent Murray, shortly 
af®-r the arrival of the military, was in- 
formed that a party of men had broken 
into the ‘Orange Hall and stolen a 
quantity of sandwiches and bread neant 
for the Orangemen taking part in the 
demonstration. - On going to the hall he 
noticed a number of men around about 
eating bread and sandwiches, and was 
informed by the caretaker that the men 
had broken in without doing any damage. 
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The men had also opened two boxes, but 
bevond this nothing was damaged, and 
even the Orange banners and sashes were 
left untouched. 


RAILWAY PATROL, 


About 6 a.m. the Guarls sent out to 
patrol the railway line at Cootehill re- 
turned to report’ that a party of men 
were seen attempting to break’ up the rail- 
way line.. The men decamped immediately 
they saw the Guards approach, leaving their 
implements behind. The Guards discovered 
that beyond the Joosening of a few bolts 
the line was undamaged. They returned 
with the tools to Cootehil] station, when 


Superintendent Murray instructed. the 
stationmaster to cancel the 7 a.m. train 
from Ballybay to Cootehill. The station- 
master sent a light engine along the line 
and found thar it was safe. The only 
train, however, that arrived from Bally- 
bav, which is the junction for Cootehill, 
was one special train conveying a large 
party of Orangemen. This train arrived 


between 12.30 and 1 p.m. 

When Chief Superintendent Lynch had 
arrived and taken command it was 
learned that the railway line between 
Newbliss and Ballybay had been torn up 
so that none of the specia] excursion 
trains which were to bring Jrangemen 
from all over the country were able to 
run outside the solitary train from Bally 
bav to Cootehill. | 


BATONS DRAWN, 


When the news reached Cootehill of the 
arrival] of the train from Ballybay with 
a party of Orangemen there was a mass 
movement on the part of the “ invaders ”’ 
in the direction of the railway station 
about a mile outside the town. ‘In the 
meantime strong Civic Guard patrols had 
been stationed in and around the zone, 
and when Inspector Neville realised the 
intentions of the men, who by thia time 
were from 200 to 250 strong, he ordered 
the Guards to draw their batons, and at 
the same time requested the men to drop 
‘the sticks and other weapons which they 
carried. 

This they did, but the Superintendent 
later arrested nine men whom he under- 
stood had given military orders. In all 
instances the men obeyed his orders and 
made no demonstration of any kind. 

The men were then ordered to walk down 
the road past the station, which they did, 
and remained there. 

The situation was now well in hand, and 
the Orangemen in the station, numbering 
about 150 and accompanied by three bands, 
were told to proceed down the town, and 
were assured that they would be given any 
necessary protection by the Civic Guards. 

As no other contingents of Orangemen 
from the other parts of the country had 
arrived, this party of Orangemen, having 
discussed.the situation, decided to return 
to Ballybay, which they did, without leav- 
ing the station premises at any time, 


ALL QUIET. 


At all times the situation was quiet. At 
3 p.m. General O'Duffy, Commissioner of 
the Civic Guards, arrived in Cootehill and 
was informed of the situation. From that 
time onwards the “ invaders’ began to 
disperse. Before that they had contented 
themselves by walking about the town, 
going into shops which had remained open. 
It was about 5.30 p.m. when the military 
left on the return journey to Dublin. At 
6 p.m. the nine men who had previously

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 
CCORDING to the New York Times. 
the rebels in Cuba are entrenching 
themselves in strong positions in the hills, 
and reinforcements are pouring in to join 
them. i 

The. Cuban Government is considering 
the bombing of the rebel positions in the 
Toro Mountains from aeroplanes. 

While business is proceeding nortally 
in Havana, military permits are required 
to enable people to enter or leave the 
city after dark, Troops have been posted 
at every strategic point in the capital. 

In view of the rumours which are 
current as to the attitude of the vessels 
of tho Cuban Navy, extraordinary 
measures have been taken in Havana 
Harbour. All fishing permits have been 
cancelled, and any vessel not showing 
lights will be fired upon. 


FEDERAL SUCCESSES. 


The Government organ, the Heraldo de 
Cuba, reports that a party of the rebe's 
occupied Vega de Palma, in the province 
of Santa Clara, yesterday, and set fire to 
the post and telegraph offices before they 
were forced to retreat by ‘ederal troops. 

The Cuban Government confirms the 
report that there has been an engagement 
between the. Government troops and the 
rebels in the province of Pinar del Rio, 
and states thet fourteen rebels were killed 
and sixteen wounde 1. 

The Cuban Government estimates that 
thirty-six persons have been killed and 
filty-three wounded in the past four days 
during the revolt in Cuba, according ‘> the 


Associated Press Correspondent in 
Havana. The Government claims that 
only two of the Government forces have 
heen killed in the fighting, and that 150 
prisoners have been taken. 

A party of F. ‘>ral troops has been 
despatched to the province of Santa Clara.

“ Mailed fist 7 tactics by the Repub- 
lican Government stifled threats of strike 
disorders in two big centres to-day.” _ 
‘At Saragossa unemployed Syndicalists 
threatened to attack employers, but. the 
spectacle of special forces of police guard- 
ing the more important buildings cooled 
their revolutionary ardour, and peace was 
not disturbed. 

The other centre was Cordoba, where a 
revolutionary strike, organised by 
Syndicalists, was quickly scotched by the 
prompt action of the authorities in arrest- 
ing the leaders and closing down the 
Syndicalist and Communist headquarters. 

‘Sympathetic strikes in the outlying 
villages were handled in the same prompt 
and drastic way.

men wandering around the streets. Some 
of the stock which would have arrived by 
train was not delivered, but the country- 
men, with their knowledge of the by-roads, 
were able to get into town with their stock 
by avoiding the main roads, which were 
blocked. The shops remained open all 
day, and, indeed, a brisk business was 
done. 

When this party of ‘ invaders.’’ was 
entering Cootehill they blocked the roads 
behind them by cutting down trees and in 
several instances buildiyg high stone walls 
across the roads. 

As they moved along they cut all tele- 
phone wires, and it was late in the after- 
noon before telephonic communication was 
restored. 

The only stretch of railway line damaged 
was that leading into Ballybay from 
Clones, on the Ballybay side of Newbliss. 
On both lines one length of rail had been 
resnoved and laid alongside the track. 

it is of interest to note that the men, 
after removing the lines, placed red flags 
one hundred yards on each side of the 
damaged lines to warn all oncoming trains. 

There is no truth in the statement that 
a railway bridge near Ballybay had been 
blown up. Breakdown gangs who came in 
the afternoon repaired the damaged lines, 
and train services were quickly resumed. 

Two telegraph poles were cut down 
between Ballybay and Cootehill, destroy 
ing all means of communication. 


ORANGEMEN’S RETURN. 


It was remarkable that the men of this 
invasion carried rations with them, and 
that during the night, after they had cut 
all communications by road, rail anil 
telegraph, they slept on the _ roadside. 
When the party of Orangemen from Bally- 
bay returned to their home town they 
marched through the streets with banners 
waving and hands playing, and held a 
meeting in the Town Hall. It is learned 
further that parties of Orangemen who 
were travelling by road to Cootehill were 
held up where the roads were blocked and 
informed bv the invaders that they were 
not being allowed to demonstrate, and re- 
quested to return.

REICHSTAG DEPUTY. 


From Revuter’s CORLESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Wednesday. 

Following the revolver shots and mur- 
derous attacks upon opponents which were 
the common feature of the many political 
disturbances that occurred in various 
centres throughout Germany last night, 
considerable tension prevails in many 
places. 

Large forces of police are being drafted 
in lest there should be a renewal of the 
disturbances to-night, and motor lorries 
carrying parties of armed police patrol 
the disturbed areas. 

In addition to the Berlin disturbances 
there was rioting at Maddeburg. Luene- 
berg and Itzehoe, where altogether a dozen 
people were wounded and sixty arrested. 


AT COLOGNE, 


The worst affray, however, was that in 
Cologne, where the disturbances continued 
until nearly two o'clock this morning. 
when the police appeared to have gained 
complete control over the situation. 
Despite the large amount of shooting 
which occurred during the disturbances, 
very few people are reported to have been 
injured, and those only slightly. 

The police are very reticent about the 
whole affair. According to their somewhat 
laconic reports most of the trouble was 
caused by “ political rowdies letting off 
crackers ’’ Apparently the shooting by 
the police was designed to serve as a 
warning more than to cause injury. 

About one hundred people were 
arrested. None of them, however, was 
found to be in possession of revolvers or 
knives. 


NEW MILITANT BODY. 


From REUTFER $ CORRESPONDENT, 
COLOGNE, Wednesday. 

An indication that the Communists’ 
declaration of war on police and Nazis, 
scrawled in red on the pavements of 
Berlin after Sunday’s fighting, was no 
empty threat was furnished to-day, when 
house-to-house searches by the police at 
Aachemw (Aix-la-Chapelle), Eschweiler, 
Notberg and Weisweiler revealed the 
existence of a new militant body known as 
the ‘‘ Red Snipers’ Association.’’ 

Fifty men, ineluding a_ Reichstag 
deputy and two councillors, all said to be 
members of the new corps which is pre- 
sumably a substitute for the banned ‘‘ Red 
Front Fighters’’’ organisation, were 
arrested and a large quantity of papers 
and other material was seized. 

Each member of the ‘‘ Snipers’ ” Corps 
—which is directed against the Nazis 
as well as the police—possesses a weapon 
and attends shooting practice.

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DESTROY COTTON. 


OVER-PRODUCTION 
CRISES IN THE U.S.A. 


REUTER’S CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

The Federal Farm Board has telegraphed 
to the Governors of the fourteen. cotton- 
producing States, recommending that planters 
should be called upon to destroy one-third of 
their cotton crop now under cultivation. 

In return the Farm Board promises to with- 
hold the surplus stocks of cotton from the 
market for one year. 

‘This programme, if fully carried out,” 
declared Mr. Stone, the Chairman of the 
Farm Board, in his telegram to the 
Governors, “ will mean a reduction in the 
total supply of cotton by at least four million 
bales, and the withholding from this year’s 
market of three million additional bales.’’ 

Great excitement was caused last week by 
the announcement of the official crop esti- 
mate of 15,584,000 bales—an increase of 
1,500,000 bales as compared with average 
private esti:nates. The announcement caused 
a sharp ‘fall in cotton valués.

BRUTAL murder was committed in 
the Radnor branch of the Clydesdale 
Bank at Clydebank yesterday, when a 
twenty-four-year-old bank teller, Robert 
Wilson Guthrie Donald, of Roxburgh 
street, Hillhead, Glasgow, was found un- 
conscious behind the counter. He died 
within five minutes, his head having been 
battered. in. 

Close on £2,000 is missing, and the 
police have no clue to work upon. 

The discovery was made by Robert Muir, 
a clerk in the head office of the Clydesdale 
Bank, who had gone to the Radnor branch 
to investigate the reason why Dunald had 
not turned up at the head office with the 
day's drawings. 


DOOR FOUND OPEN. 


“ When I arrived at the bank,” said 
Muir, in an interview, “ I found the door 
ajar. My suspicions, however, were not 
aroused at first, although it looked to me 
somewhat peculiar that the door was not 
locked. 

‘ At first I thought that Donald was 
probably working late, as he may have 
had a very busy day 's work. I pushed the 
door open, and when I entered the | ank 
I saw, to my horror, the prostrate figure 
of the young man lying behind the counter. 

“ T immediately rushed round and found 
that Donald was still breathing. His head 
was battered in, and within five minutes 
he died.”’

The bank was ransacked. The assailants 
left untouched £400 in 10s. notes, but 
apparently they were going to take this 
money along with the rest, as it was lying 
on the top of the counter.

In the thirty-six, mostly 
years of his life he has 
successfully in most instances—to scores of 
charges, varying from petty crime to 
murder. He has been riddled on at least

‘They were still looking forward to the time 
when-tHere would be a change in the Imperial 
Parliament, and when they would secure a 
measure of protection for théir interests. A 
step in this direction would go a long way 
towards stabilising trade and relieving un- 
entployment> 


CALL FOR PARTY 
UNITY. 


GOVERNMENT DUTY TO 
THE PEOPLE. 
Mr. Rowley Elliott, M.P., speaking at a 
demonstration of the Tyrone and Armagh 


said that their Northern Government had the 
support of beth the Orange and Black orga- 
nisations, and these two had played a noble 
part in shaping the destiny of their province, 
They were neither forgetful of nor ungratefal 
for the services their Government had renh- 
dered, and while those in power to-day stood 
by them and their ideals they should con- 
tinue to give them their whole-hearted sup- 
port. 

It would be idle for him to tell them that 
tha Government was perfect in every detail 
and that he agreed with everything that 
Government did. But, while they disagreed 
with their leaders on questions which might 
be described as internal ones, they must never 
lose sight of the fact that any movement 
| tending to spht the Unionist Party must be 
avoided. A split in their ranks would be 
disastrous, and they might lose all for which 
they had so long contended—their union with 
the great Empire of which they were still a 
part. If unanimity was to be maintained in their 
ranks, the Government, too, had got to play a 
part. Past services could never relieve the 
Government of their responsibility to those 
who had put them in power and whose re- 
presentatives were keeping them there. 

In Northern Ireland they had their diffi- 
cultres, and he behéved the situation Was far 
from hopeless. ‘Lhey looked to the Govern- 
ment to grapple with those problems, and, 
while the step by step policy might be a 
glorious ideal, he thought the time had come 
when they in Northern Ireland must grapple 
with their own problems, even if they had to 
do so singie-handed. 

A resolution, proposed by. Sir Knt. J. C. 
Davidson, M-P., and seconded by Sir Knot. 
W. J. Roberts, affirming their loyalty to the 
Imperial Throne and to the person of . His 
Majesty, and solid determination to uphold 
the Monarchy, under which ‘for so many 
years Imperia] unity afd freedom had grown 
in strength, was passed with enthusiasm. 


FERMANAGH COUNTY 
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GATHERING. 


SIR BASIL BROOKE AND 
PROTECTION. 


The anniversary of the Relief of Derry was 
celebrated in County Fermanagh: by a huge 
county demonstration at Lisbellaw. Special 
trains brought thousands of visitors with 
bands and banners from all parts of the 


county, and there were also preceptories from | 


counties Donegal and Monaghan. 

The meeting was held at Stranahan, and 
was pfesidéd over by the County Grand 
Master, Hon, Ceeil Lowry-Corry. 

The principal speaker was Sir Basil Brooke, 
M.P., D.S.0., C.B.E., who, in the course of 
his address, said that there had been a demand 
for Protection in Northern Ireland, but they 
wanted it in the whole Empire. If they had 
Protection in Ulster alone, and put a tariff 
upon feeding-stuffs, the price of feeding- 
stuffs would go up, and the cost of feeding 
cattle and pigs. would increase. A general 
protectite policy for Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland was quite a different thing, 
for Great Britain was their chief market. He 
was sure they would have a form of tariff 
when Mr. Baldwin obtained power. Dumping 
of foreign produce reflected back on them in 
Fermanagh worse than anything else that 
affected their trade. 

The Rev. 8. J. Nabney supported the re- 
soltitions, which reiterated their loyalty and 
called for an amicable arrancement of the 
education question on a fair basis for all the 
Churches. 


THE PROCLAIMED 
MEETING. 


SPEAKER’S HINT OF 
POSSIBLE RETALIATION. 


Following the proclamation of the Relief of 
Derry demonstration at Cavan, six Precep- 
tories and (Orange lodges, with bands and 
banners, travelled from Monaghan to Augh- 
nacloy yesterday, and participated in tie 
demonstration there, being accorded a great 
reception. 

Sir Knight John C. Crossle, County Grand 
Master, presiding, after extending a cordial 
welcome to the Free State brethren, said that 
he was sorry to know that their demonstra- 
tion had to be abandoned, as railway lines 
had been pulled up, roads blocked, and the 
lives of brethren threatened if they attempted 
to hold their meeting. He would say shame 
on any country that would treat any section 


of its people like that. Their brethren in the; 


Free State were good and faithful citizens, 
and deserved to be treated as such. How- 
ever, they had a free Ulster to come to, and 
they cordially welcomed them, and told them 
they could come as often as they liked. 


UNITY TERMS. 

Some people said that Ulster should join 
hands with the Free State, but he would 
suggest that Ulster’s terms for doing so were 
that the Frée State pulled down the tri- 
colour and put the Union Jack in its place 
and acknowledged the King. If the Free 
State were going to treat their loyal brethren 
as they were doing,, he would say that Ulster 
was not going to stand by and tolerate it, as 
they could make the other side in Ulster feel 
it just as much as the Orange brethren felt 
it in the Free State. If Protestant people 
were to he treated that way in the Free 
State. then let the other side take What they 
get from the men of Ulster. 

Sir Knight J. W. Crossle alto denounced 
the treatment of Orangemen in the Free 
State.

Finance Minister 's decision to reduée 

the Free State civil servants’ cost of 
living bonus has fourid such strong expres- 
sion in some Government departments that 
the Minister, Mr. Ernest Blythe, has 
threatened drastic action against certain .of 
the service représentatives, . 

Last nionth’s issue of An Peann, the official 
organ Of the Civil Setvice Clerical Asésocia- 
Lion, commented. vigorously on the proposéd 
reduction, and hinted that the political ih- 
fluence of the Civil Service might be used 
in elections in protest against the reduction. 

The Minister thereupon took iminediate 
action, arid oflered the departmental heads 
to summon before them individually those 
civil servants who are members of the 
Executive Conimittee of the Civil Servite 
Clerical Association. 

At these interviews each of the civil 
servants in question was informed that the 
Minister disapproved of the comments in 
An Peann, and held the members of the 
Association’s Executive individually respon- 
sible for these comments. In each case the 
objectionable passages were read out, and the 
civil servant was requited to make clear that 
the passages threatening political action were 
riot approved by him. At the instance of 
the Minister the departmental chief in each 
case stated that each member would be held 
responsible for any similar references that 
might be made in future so long as he 
remained a member of the Assodciation’s 
Exécutive. 

Finally, éach member was asked whether 
he was vrepared to accept this ruling of 
the Mimister, and was informed that in case 
¢f refwsal his departmental head was to 
suspend him immediately, and suspension was 
to be followed by a recommendation that he 
be dismissed. 

I understand that the Mimister’s order was 
peremptory, and that an immediate “reply 
was insisted upen. So far as ean be ascer- 
tained, all the members of the Executive 
whe were called before their chiefs gave the 
undertaking demanded.

MR. SHAW’S WARNING 
TO ENGLAND.

Mr. George Bernard Shaw, in the course 


of a letter to The Times to-day, writes :— 
“ May I take this opportunity of repeat- 
ing in prmt my spoken warnings that 
Communist Russia must be taken 
seriously. Most of our comments, so far, 


| have been beneath the level of ghost 


stories. Russian Communism- is neither 


| Anarchism nor Syndicalism, both of which 


are called, and even call themselves, Com- 
munism in England. Ht is Fabian 
Socialism.’’ 

‘Russia has not only political and 
economic strength, she has also religious 
strength,” adds Mr. Shaw. ‘‘ The Rus- 
sians have a creed in which they believe, 
and it is a Catholic creed. The Russian 
is not trained to regard himself as a 
Russian; he is a member of the interna: 
tional proletariat, which includes thé 
British proletariat. The Russian car- 
periter, mdson or ploughman has no 
hostility to the British carpenter, masón 
ór ploughman, and will not fight him as 
such; but if the British capitalist says to 
the Russian Communist ‘ For or: or both 
of us the hour has come,’ he will find him- 
self confronted with a ruthless, discip- 
lined and wéll-armed fanatic, and tha 
famous Marxian law of historical devéelop- 
ment will be on the side of the fanatic.”’ 


DOCTOR’S FINANCIAL 
DIFFICULTIES.

REFERENCE TO DIVORCE 
COURT DAMAGES, 


A formef Harley street doctor, Dr. Harold 
William Read, of Suatton Scotney, near Win- 
chester, appeared for his public é¢xamination 
in bankruptey at Winchester Bankruptcy 
Conrt yesterday. 

The causes of his failute were alleged to be 
the extravagance of his diverced wife and 
the non-payment of £2,000 damages and costs 
awarded to him when he divoreed his wile, 

The debtor stated that he sold his Harley 
street practice for £650, and went to Italy, 
in order to take his wife away from the shops 
and away from a pafticular person. His 
practice in Italy was seccéssfal, but owing to 
dJotnestic trouble he had t6 give that up, and 
ha wert to India. Domestic difficulties con- 
tinned, however, and in dune, 1929, he re- 
turned to England and got a divorcé, being 
awarded £2, damages and costs. 

The co-respondent’s solicitors stated that 
their client was unable to pay the damages 
and . costs, .and the debtor's Solicitors 
accepted £250, which they retained on 
account of their costs. It was shown that 
the debtor's liabilities were £1,517, bat oite 
creditor for £1,200. was fully secured. His 
assets were shown as a silver cigatetté case 
and cutlery valued at £1 5s, 

The debtor said that if the divorce damages 
had been paid he wottld not have been in his 
present position.

BRITAIN’S. GRAVE 
ORDEAL. 
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HOW THE STORM WAS 
WEATHERED. ~ 


Frow 4 Comtsponbent. 


Te public mind of Great Britain has re- 
ceived a severe shock, snd there is a 

reeptible pause whilst it collects it- 
self. There are, thus, no immediate or strik- 
| ing reactions, it is to be hoped that the in- 
| terval will be used by all those who have 
given the matter heretofore no more than a 
cursory attention to take serious stock of the 
situation. For when the time comes for 
decisive action it will bé well that all those 
with &hom Mes any responsibility or power, 
direct or indirect, shall be ready to meet it 
with informed judgments and with nerves 
| prepared for cfitieal decisions. What is 
needed at the present juncture is frank dis- 
cussion in sober language of complicated facts, 
and their stil more complicated implications 
that comptise the while area of Britain's 
financial amd economic system. It will be 
found that simple issues will emerge—issues 
| simple, but immense in their bearing upón 
the fortunes of Britain herself, and of the 
whole world system in which she has playéd 
so notable a part. For it is the barest of 
bare truth fo say that by the national action 
which Britain takes in the immediate future 
to meet the gathering starm will be decided 
the fortunes of her own people, whether there 
is to be ruin Of rescue, and almost certainly 
the destiny of Europe and of inuch of the 
civilised world that lies ontside Europe. 

These articles will outline certain salient 
facts of the British financial position, and of 
its underlying economics, and the tendencies 
from which they arise and to whieh they 
give rise. In discussing either symptoms or 
remudies they will approach the subjert 
solely from the standpoint of British national 
interests, and of no British party or sectional 
interests. All Britain’s neighbours must wish 
her safely throwgh her malady; for her 
financial health has inevitable reactions pon 
their own. Ireland, in particular, is deeply 
interested if only—and if for no other 
reason—because our Irish edifice must suffer 
if thé house next dodr succumbs to either a 
conflagration or a collapse. British and Irish 
economics are closely interwoven; and 
Ireland has vast sums invested in British 
securities. 


THE CRISIS. 

Crisis, perceptible long since to students of 
économics, was made clear to all the world 
in the week-end that merged July nto 
| August. The gold drain from the Bank of 
England had risen to formidable ‘dimensions, 
and it would have been worse but, for the 
obvious forbearance of the American banks. 
The Bank rate—fór a long time much higher 
than the French and American rates—had 
been raised by 1 per cent. on the 23rd July, 
and had been again raised by yet another 1 
per cent. on the Wth July. Yet the iter- 
national exchange rates had not responded 
enough to end the gold drain conclusively. 
Then followed the official announcement that 
the Bank of France and the Federal Reserve 
Bank of the U.S.A. were providing eredits 
for the Bank of England of £25,000,000 
each. It was also announced that the Treasury 
had given authority to the Bank to increase 
its fiduciaty ‘issae of banknotes by 
£25,000,000. At the same time, the Govern- 
ment announced formally the withdrawal of 
its promised subvention of some seven to ten 
nvillions towards the Charing Cross Bridge 
scheme—a huge schenié of metropolitan im- 
provement, upon which infinite time, trouble 
and expense had been lavished during the 
last three years—and explicitly based its 
action upon the exigencies of the economic 
situation. Simultaneously, the publication of 
the report of Sir George May’s Economy Com- 
mitteé informed the world that the end of 
the financial year on Sist March, 1932, will 
find the Exehequer with a. Budgetary deficit 
of some £20,000,000. The cumulative effect 
of thesé evénts was intense. It speaks well 
for thé coolnéss and the sense of fespofisi- 
bility of British publicists and journalists that 
comment has been so well restrained and 
dignified. 


CROSS-CURRENTS. 

The current of these great events carried on 
its surface—perceptibly, if mot very con- 
spictously— certain straws which indicated 
the existence of cross-currents and eddys in 
the stream of British financial policy. The 
politicians, eager, as ever, for “ géstures © 
and “ atmosphére,”’ were thought to be inter- 
fering with the Bank of England in its execu 
tion of its purely monetary policy. It was 
suspected that the Bank rate would 
have been raised at least oné week 
earlier, but for pressuré from the Cabinet. The 
gold-drain might have been largely fore- 
stalled and headed off if the rise in the 
Bank rate had been made earlier. And the 
Bank is usually both timely and prompt in 
taking action. The rise was actually an- 
nounced im the Steck Exchange and with: 
drawn a few minutes later with some rather 
lame explanations that a defective electrical 
indicator was responsible for the error—but 
there were those who hinted privily that a 
last-minute order from the Government had 
constrained the Bank te alter its decision at 
the very moment of announcement. Quite 
pessibly the innuendo—it hardly rose to the 
status of a story—was guite apocryphal. But 
certainly there was evidence to support the 
theory that the Bank of England was being 
hampered by political ititefference. During 
the Jast week in July it was announced in 
the Press that as the result of the mission 
of Sir Robert Kindersley, a director of the 
Bank of England, to Paris, and of his 
confereneés with M. Morel, the Governor of 
the Bank of France, a credit for Britain 
had been arranged, to be effected by the 
Bank of France re-discounting bills held by 
the Bank of England, but that the Treasury 
had vetoed the arrangement. And, again, 
m the same period of days, some assistance 
for the Bank of England in the form of 
support in the Money Market was forth- 
coming, according to The Economist, from 
an undisclosed source, probably either Basle 
or New York, whilst Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald was proclaiming in Berlin 
the enduring fruth of the phrase “as 
safe as the Bank of England.’’ The surmise 
is permissible—it is no more than a surmise— 
that the British Government for diplomatic 
reasons wished to dispense with aid from 
France, and tried to procure adequate support 
for the Bank of England from expatriated 
German funds and from German-Swiss and 
German-American sympathisers in Basle and 
New York. The Bank of England, on the 
other hand, as a matter of straight and ortho 


naturally have turned for aid te the strongest 
central banks with the best gold resources, 
as, indeed, in the end it did—and did with 
most successful results. 


A SEVERE SHOCK, 

Seen thus, tlie occurrencés Which culminated 
during the week which érided on the Ist 
August, 1931, dealt a severe shock to the 
public mind of Britain. And ‘now there is a 
fatise. The intense monetary urgency of the 
crisis seems to have been allayed by the com- 
bined effect of the high Bank rate, the in- 
creased issue of currency, the £650,000.000 
credit from France and America, and, it is 
to be hoped, a cessation of the gold drain. 
These are, of course, only temporary ex- 
pedients to prop up an vnsound position. 
But they will probably suffice—if no fresh 
factors of disturbance intrude themselves—to 
dispose of such fluctyations and tremors as 
may appear in the Miney Market. Parlia- 
ment: has adjourned until October. The 
holidays have begun, Expert § investiga- 
tion of the financial position in Germany 
maintains the pause so far as international 
action arising from Pyésident Hoover's in- 
itiative and the resultant conferénces is con- 
cerned. The public mind has a chance to 
collect itsélf whilst the Cabinet Committee is 
considering the drastic report of the Economy 
Committee. But whilst it is fortunate, per- 
haps, that there can be a patse, it would 
be sheet madness to permit it to expand 
itself into a definite postponément of the 
subject or an indefinite procrastination. 
Britain’s crisis is npon her, and it must be 
dealt with. It is due~in the simplest terms 
to overspending and under-earning. The 
cure may be painful and difficult, but it will 
be nothing in. any way comparable to the 
devastation of ruin and misety which will 
follow if it be not rigorously effected,

4 le prospects of the Round Table Con- 
ference still contifue’ datk, and as 
yet no ray of hope has appeared: Well 
informed Congress cirgles ex that the 
Viceroy’s reply to. Mr. Gandhi—on which 
it appears that the chances’ of Mr. Gandhi 
and the other Congress leadets coming to 
London deperid—will be received to- 
motrow évefiirig or oft Friday. 
It is understood that the matter in dis 
ute between Mr. Gandhi and the Bombay 
Government is Mr. Gandhi's demand for a 
refund of the land revenue collected in 
| Gujerat by coercion, according to Congress 
allegations, in éxcéss of the agreed sum of 
£144,000, which, it is stated, Mr. Gandhi 
himself helped the Government to collect. 
It is believed that Sir Ertiest Hotson, 
Acting-Governior of Bombay, has rejected 
the demand, and that this is considered by 
Congrdss to be a distinct breach of tlie 
truce. 


PASSAGE CANCELLED. 


Another bad omen for the Conference has 
been the cancellation fo-day by Sir 
Purshotamdas Thakurdas of his passage to 
England on the Mooltan, in which he and 
Mr. Gandhi and other Indian delegates 
were to sail on Saturday. 

Sir Purshotamdas Thakurdas, who was 
chosen as the Round Table Conference 
delegate représenting Indian commercial 
interests, has taken this step in accord- 
ance with the instructions of the Indian 
Chambers of Commerce, who aré demand- 
ing that the Indian business community 
should have three representatives at the 
Conference. 

A development which may have far- 
reaching consequences was the discussion 
which took place to-day between Sir 
Ramaswami Aiyar, the acting law membér 
of the Viceroy’s Exectttive Council, and 
Mr. Gandhi and two other Congress 
leaders, Mr. Vallabhai Patel and the 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru. 

The conversation lasted half-an-hout, 
and Sir Ramaswami Aivar later con 
tinued his journey to Simla.

HEN two Drogheda tidal fishermen, 
WV named Carthy and Murphy, were 
salmon-fishing in the Boyne neat 
Baltray to-day—the last day of the net- 
fishing season—they felt an unusual commo* 
tion in their net, and after a considerable 
struggle, were surprised to find that they 
had landed two young sharks, oné some four 
feet and the other about two-and-a-half feet 
in length. 

The captures, which damaged the net Very 
considerably, were later brought to a yard 
in the town, where they became the objects 
of much curiosity on the part of a large 
number of the townspeople. : 

Although sharks have made their appear- 
ance along the Irish sea coast before, this is 
the first time they have reached the Boyne, 
and some local fishermen are inclined to 
believe that their presence in the river may 
account for this year’s scarcity of salmon in 
the Boyne and its tributaries.
